COUNT KATSU'S REMINISCENCES 
OF FOREIGNERS. oo 


The. Hiogo News translates thel following 


>y, 


“from a Japanese native paper, the. Osaka Afai- 


Count Katsu gave ,an, interesting sketch of 
some of his early reco..ections of foreigners to a 

* friend the other day. . The Count commenced 
. by remarking how little idea the spectator of 
‘Japan to- 

_ trouble and the humiliations which first attended 
. theopening of the country to foreign intercourse. 
Continuing, he sald, “I will give you one or two 
instances. ‘The Government of ‘the Shogun 
wishing to organize a, Navy on foreign lines,.a 
board of officers was formed to discuss the ques- 
tion of a uniform. Personally, 1 thought the 
‘question of.what ‘uniform should be worn could 
well wait until those who were to “don” it knew 

a little about their profession. At that time the 
majority of Japanese , were ‘utterly ignorant of 
the practice of foreign navies, and 1 feared we 
should be the laughing-stock of ‘the: “red 
whiskers” (forcigners). But I bad officers over 


* ome who thought differently, and there were 


“many, ‘ton, who bated me, #0 against my better 
‘judgment I was compelled to see a British 
‘Adiniral named Keppel, who was then ‘staying’ 
in Japan, to ask him as: to what uniform we 
should wear. ‘I took with me to the interview.a 
Naval Superintendent and other officers, 
Adniral Keppel, I should tell you, is a man of 
much account among Englishmen, and ,his 
‘countenance acd manner of ‘talking show 
this ‘One of his first, questions was in 
regard to’ the Inland Sea, but no-one could 
answer him. I seeing that our officers were 
at n loss for a reply answered hia qucs-, 
tiofs myrelf, ‘Then be began to despise us, 
and asked us “how we, who were ignorant even 
of our own Inland. Sea, could think of.wearing 
uniforms.” This astonished us all exceedingly, 
and I nsked him sharply,“ How many admirals 
_ are there in your service? I have heard cighty. 
Is that correct 7" ‘He answered “ Yes ;” and I 
followed it up with, “ They are all men of long 
experience, I think, and, yet how many among 
them could ‘feally command a ship?” The 
Admiral replied, “Two, myself and another 
officer.

son-in-law, This couple were said to have been

‘The father-in-law now presented a petition to 
the district pew ga reciting the facts. and 
accusing the girl's father, and others, This was 
followed by counter accusations from the father, 
the cousin, and his mother-in-law. The official 
reply to the complaint was an order to the local 
constable to findthe git The constable was 
awholly. incompetent person, and'could not have 
found her if he had tried. A second petition to 


the magistrate was followed by the same reply. | 


This signified that there was no hope from that 
official, who ‘tock no interest in the matter.
